Sunday afternoons we have always 
taken a walk, when the weather per- 
mitted, or if too stormy, we have read 
story books together, or have made va- 
rlous kinds of scrap books. 


Much Time to Nature Study, 


In our walks we usually bad a defi- 
Bite objective, We went to see some- 
body, or to get a particular view, or to 
visit our favorite trees, or to look for 
some one thing in particular. We 
counted birds’ nests one trip; on an- 
other we searched for cocoons; on a 
third, dug into old stumps to see what 
we could discover; or looked under 
pieces of wood and bark; found the 
smallest growing things; collected 
feaves or seed packs of as many kinds 
@g possible; learned the wild flowers, 
the birds, the butterfiies and moths, 
the ferns, the trees, the mushrooms; 
made collections of colored things— 
Dowers, leaves, insects, pebbles and 
so forth, and arranged them in the 
spectrum order; followed a brook in 
Summer with Tennyson’s Brook as a 
guide; followed one in winter with 
Lowell's Brook (in the Vision of Sir 
Launfal) as a guide. In a word we 
studied God's great wonderful out- 
door book in the afternoon, just as dili- 
Gently as we studied the best Iterature 
in the morning. 

And what results? Five open-eyed, 
open-minded, intelligent young men 
and women, devoted to their parents 
and grateful for what their heavenly 
father and his children have done for 
them, 8 mother who fs still young and 
happy (because she got a little rest on 
Sunday during those strenuous years), 
to say nothing of a father who now 
thanks God for the privilege of still 
being a boy though in his fifties.

We shall never forget those long eve 
nings in our city home when the girls 
Came back from seminary and high 
school, and the boys from Harvard 
and “Tech,” and we sat around the 
dinner table together, forgetful of 
time. We were all more entertaining 
to each other than any show ever 
staged, because by this time each of 
the children had discovered his own 
special field of interest and delved in- 
to it beyond the limit of the others in 
the great realms of nature and liter- 
ature that we had begun to enjoy to- 
gether when they were little children.

Lesson for Mothers. 


There is a two-fold lesson here’ for 
us mothers. One concerns the chil- 
dren themselves and the other goes far 
afield into the laws of economics, world 
production and the Itke. 

We have found that our own sub- 
stantial, wooden, easily-handled play- 
things are what our children need and 
want. Children's books we hava 
aplenty, the most artistic, I suppose, 
in the world. And then we can de 
mand well-made, pretty American 
dons, It only remains for us to hold 
to all these, and prove our patriotism 
by refusing to buy foreign manufac 
tured toys, even if they are put on 
the market again later on. 

A far cry, isn't it, from baby boy 
with his “toot-toot, ding-a-lang, chu- 
chu,” on the piazza, to the law of sup- 
ply and demand and the regulation of 
one of the great industries of the 
world? But in just such ways we are 
now finding out .how great problems 
must be handled. We are going back 
to our earlier and simpler days, when 
we shall discard the nonessentials ag 
so much waste and rubbish, Let us 
begin, then, at the beginning and stick 
to toys—~made in America.

Remarkable Natural Formation Re- 
cently Discovered In the Sequola 
National Park in California,

per watera of Cactus creek in the Se 
quoia National park, California, A. L. 
Medley and O. M. Webster discovered 
a remarkable cave. It is in the south 
side of a jarge mountain of white \ime- 
stone In a rough and unfrequented 
neighborhood, but 80 convenient to 
thoroughfares that large numbers of 
Sequoia tourists are visiting it. 

About 600 feet of the cave have 
been exptored so far. The main gal- 
lery is from 8 to 80 feet wide and 
from 10 to 60 feet high. .

‘He sang It for the first time in the 
home of Mr. Dietrich. mayor of Strass- 
burg. After serving with the French 
army at La Vendon until 1820 De Liste 
was pensioned by Louis Phitippe. 
Strassburg was taken by the Germans 
in the war of 1870-1871 and held, with 
the rest of Alsace-Lorraine, The Ger- 
mans were forced to evacuate it under 
the terms of the armistice.

We left Alsace Jply 28rd. We 
travelled two days by rail, then start- 
éd a four day: hike for the Chateau- 
Thierry Front. The: first day we-tra- 
yelled ali day and half the night, and 
it rained‘ all the time. 

The first five or six days we: start: 
ed in on the drive was sure a. good 
one. We would put our. guns in por 
sition at night, and in the morning 
we had to put them in a new Position, 
us our Infantry drove the Boches a0 
far that we could net reach them 
Then we caught up to our infantry, 
and had to wait until they drove them 
on, which did not take very long. © 

One afternoon when we were put- 
ting our guns in position, the Boches 
were fiying very low over us, and 
could see where we placed our guns, 
We put our horses in the woods ahead 
of the pieces, but they were not there 
very long before Fritz shelled us out, 
So we had to go down in the valley, 
where we kept our horses for some 
time after.,The first night in the val- 
ley it rained, finding ourselves in the 
morning sleeping in water puddles, 
and wet from head to foot. 

I guess Fritz wanted to have some 
fun or show us a good time, so one 
Sunday morning they put over a bar- 
rage, and of course it didn’t take us 
long to find a hole ora safe place to 
«stay, and believe me we didn’t put 
our heads out until we were sure 
that Fritz had stopped shelling. 
That day, there were about one hun- 
dred and fifty horses killed in the 
valley,-so the next day we were busy 
burying horses. The day aftre, we 
took our horses back to the Echonal, 
which was about five miles back. 


~ While back in the Echonal, we dug} 


holes. to sleep in, to protect us from 
Fritz’s shells. One night one of the 
horses got loose and came over and 
the camouflage off our tent stepping 
too far over and stepping through the 
tent. It sure didn’t take us long to 
get out. 

While on this Front we saw two of 


our planes fall, and saw several air 


battles. 

The next Front we went to was 
Soissons. We were there about two 
weeks. Then we left, travelling by 
rail for twenty-four hours, unloaded 
at 6 p. m., and started again and got 
to. our destination at 12 a. m. It 
rained all the while, and when we got 
there, we looked like- drowned rats. 
Vaux was the name of this village. 

The next Front was Verdun. It 
took us seven nights to get there. It 
rained every twenty-four hours. 
When we started we were not aware 
where we were going, but had only to 
follow the one ahead of us. While on 
the Verdun Front, we had our guns in 
six or seven different positions. We 
had good dugouts and mostly every 
night Fritz would come over and 
bomb us. But this time we had the 
best of him. At night we could lay 
in our dug-outs and listen to Fritz’s 
shells go over us. 

On November ist, we put over a 
big barrage. There were seventy 
batteries of Artillery on a two kilo- 
meter front, some one told us. The 
next day we could see lots of prison- 
ers coming back which our Infantry 
had captured. We had an idea that 
the war would soon be over, which it 
was a few days later. Don’t think 
that any of the boys were sorry a bit. 
We took our guns back the day after 
we put the barrage over. 

We are now in Neuville, France, 
coming to this village on November 
17th. My Thanksgiving was spent at 
Revigny, which is 5 kilometers from 
here. We are not working very hard 
17th. We are not working very hard 
here—getting enough to eat and plen- 


‘ty of sleep. We are doing “Squad 


East and West” which we got before 
the war. 

I’ve had several close calls in the 
war, but always got out lucky. A 
good many times I had to duck my 
hut to keep from being hit, and be-

“TREE PUZZLE TO FORESTERS 


Peculiar Formation of Spruce Has 
Caused Speculation Among Men 
Learned in That Lore. 


A cross section of a great old spruce | 


tree from Alaska tells the story of a 
tree which executed a spin, tke a bal- 
tet dancer. This cross section shows 
8 wost pecullar spiral structure, which 
hes caused a great deal of speculation 
among the various foresters: through- 
out-the country and a very (nteresting 
explanation is advanced in American 
Forestry. 

It is known that a tree growlng.at a 
slant forms on the lower side of the 
trunk o dense reddish wood known a8 
“rotbolz.” ‘This spiral in this case js 
of such sort, and as it is a continueus 
formation, winding from the center to 
within talf an inch from the circum 
ference, it Is surmised that It was 
growing in an Inclined position dn the 
edge of a glatier, where by some 
shifting it was caused to rotate, so 
that all sides of ‘the tree were succes- 
sively on the downward side. Thus, 
an the tree grew, and {ts rotation con 
tinued slowly, the “rotholz” déveloped 
into a spiral.

Any married woman, twenty-one 
years of age or over regardless of | 
where she was born can vote if her: 
husband is an American citizen. 

A Woman cannot vote if married 
to an alien. When she marries an 
alien, even though she was born in 
this country, she loses her citizenship 
and becomes a citizen of the country 
of which her husband is a subject.

HOUSE WILL SEND COMMITTEES 
ON PERSONAL VISITS TO IN- 
STITUTION. DESPITE 
SENATE PROTEST. 


SHIP MORE FOOD TO EUROPE 


Speaker Read and Lieut.Governer 
Dickinson Named Committee 
to Investigate Jackson 
Prison.

—Lansing, Mich. 


Refusing to be “bossed” by the 
atate senate, the house of representa- 
tives is sending its committees on 
the various state institutions on trips 
to them, so they can inform them- 


| selves by personal observation on the 


needs of each one. Rep. Deuel tried 
to get the house to follow the lead af 
the senate in abandoning the institu- 
tional visite, but the house membera 
voted 65 to 20 in favor of the trips. 
House members became wrought up 
over the alleged effort of the senators 
to tell the house what it should do. 

The committee to investigate the 
affairs of Jackson prison has been 
named by Speaker Read and Lieut.- 
Gov. Dickinson, and has begun its 
work. The committee consists of Rep. 
Charles O. Blinn, of Caro, chairman; 
Rep. Fred H. Wells, of Cassopolis; 
Rep. Robert B. McDonald, of Hough- 
ton; Senator J. Mark Harvey, of Con- 
Btantine, and Senator George Millen, 
of Ann Arbor, The committee engaged 
Rudolph Loomis, stenographer of the 
Ingham circuit court, as its stenog- 
rapher, and William H. Graham, of 
Lansing, as clerk. An expert auditor 
also will be engaged later. 


Good roads have received more at- 
tention than anything else in legisia- 
tive circles recently. A meeting was 
held here of representatives of thir- 
teen counties, who organized to ’pro- 
mote a "Victory Highway” across the 
state. It is planned to have it run 
from St. Joseph and Benton Harbor 
to Kalamazoo, to Battle Creek, to 
Batle Creek, to Lansing, to Owosso; 
to fork there, with one branch running 
to Port Huron and the other to Sagi- 
naw and Bay City. Small parks and 
markers on which the names of Mich- 
igan soldiers could be placed are sug- 
gested for this highway. 

Phil J. Cosgrove, of Hastings, good 
roads, enthusiast, made a stirring 
speech to the senate on good rodds, 
on invitation of the senators. 
After his speech the senate adopted by 
unanimous vote the Connelly joint res- 
olution to amend the constitution 80 
that the state may bond up to $50,000,- 
The house is 
expected to pass the resolution within 
a short time and it will go to the peo- 
ple at the April election. 


Rep. Aldrich has introduced @ bill 
to increase the powers of the state 
righway commissioner in the con- 
struction of trank line roads. The 
bill presents a graduated scale of pay- 
ments to be made by counties on trunk 
line work. The state highway com- 
missioner could order trunk line work 
done and the counties in which it was 
done would have to pay their share. 
If they were siow about paying, 
state reward money could be with- 
held from them. 


One of the most impressive ser- 
vices ever held in the capitol] was the 
memorial for Theodore’ Roosevelt. 
The wonderful career of America’s 
foremast citizen was covered in fine 
speeches of euJogy by Speaker Tom 
Read, Lieut..Gov. Dickinson, Attorney 
General Groesbeck, Senator Vincent 
Brennan, and Reps. Evans. Welsh, 
and Wiley. Music was furnished by 
the boys’ band from the Industrial 
school. 


Bills have been introduced in the 
senate and house to have ballots pre- 
served in United States senatortal 
elections, to restore party  enroll- 
ments and compe! candidates for office 
to run on one ticket only by being 
required to swear ‘that they are mem- 
bers of the party in which they are 
candidates and supported a majority 
of its candidates at the last preceding 
election, Both these bills are echoes 
of the Newherry-Ford senatorial cam- 
paign of last summer and fall. 


Senator Wood wants to amend the 
state constitution so that members of 
future legislatures will be paid $1,200 
instead of $800 as at present. Sena- 
tor Hayes wants another. constitu- 
tional amendment to provide that sal- 
aries of supreme court justices and 
judgea of courts of record may be 
raised during their terms of office. 

For the benefit of summer resorts, 
Senator Miller--hag introduced a bill 
to provide for traffic officers in unin- 
corporated villages and in townships, 
to regulate trafflc when necessary. 

The stsute health board has had a 
Dill introduced: by swhich the board as 
at present constituted would be 


abolished. In tts placa it is proposed 
to fave a state health commissioner, 
to serve atx year term at a salary 
of $6,000 a year, and a deputy at $3,- 
000 a year. In addition there would 


| be s ccunoll of health of five mem 
vere, at ldast three of them practi¢- 


ernor to six year terms. 


ing physicians, appointed by the gov- 
In time of 
epidemic the state commissioner, with 
the consent of the council of health 
could establish quarantines and bans 
in places where ei was deemed neces- 
gary. 

Rep. McDonala has introduced a 
pill to amend the compensation act 
so that compensation would be in- 
creased from 56 per cent to 66 2-3 per 
cent of an injured workman’s wages. 
The minimum compensation would he: 
increased to $7 a week and the maxi- 
mum to $15. The bill also adds to the 
list of dependentp children over 18 
who are incapacitated‘ from earning 
thelr own living, and fathers-in law 
and mothers-in-law. 

Rep. Robinson hus tntroduced a bill 
to provide that tubercular and dis- 
eased cattie must be quarantined. Rep. 
Evans has put in a bill to make coun- 
ty treasurers the agents of the secre- 
tary of state in the sale of automobile 
licenses, the county to get a fee of 
25 ,cents om each license issued. Rep. 
Miles introduced a bill to put all coun- 
ty officers in all counties on a salary 
basis, eliminating all fees. 

Rep. Warner introduced a bill to 
prohibit baseball games, horse racing, 
circuses, carnivais or other sport en- 
tertainments on Memorlal Day, with 
$560 fine or a year’s imprisonment the 
Penalty for violations, Anether eight 
hour day bill has appeared in the 
house, It is aimed to cover all public 
work, making eight hours the stand- 
ard day, with time and a halt for 
overtime, 

The state labor department has had 
two bills introduced, one of which in- 
creases the term of the commissioner 
from two to four years and the other 
increases the coal mine inspector's 
pay from $4 a day to $2,200 a year. 


The senate has adopted a concur- 
Tent resolution that is accepted in 
legislative circles as a slap at Henry 
Ford. It censures the sale of farm 
tractors that are not equipped with fen- 
ders or safety devices on rear driving 
wheels, and declares in favor of legis- 
lation that will compel the use of sate- 
ty appliances. The house referred the 
resolution to the committee on agri- 
culture. Rep. Evans, chairman of the 
latter committee, has already intro- 
duced a bill that aims to compe! the 
use of fenders on rear driving wheels 
of tractors. 

Rep. Evans has another measure, 
which he is planning to introduce soon, 
by which the county treasurers of the 
State will be made the county agents 
of the secretary of state for the is- 
suance of automobile licenses. The 
plan is to have 25 cents allowed on 
each license issued, to pay the ex- 
pense of the county in handling the 
business, 


Joint resolutions proposing amend- 
Ments to the constitution are begin- 
ning to pile up and if all of them go 
through the voters will have plenty of 
questions to decide at the election on 
April 7. Rep. Toepel wants an amend- 
ment that would prevent final naturali- 
zation of alien born residents unless 
they are able to read and write any 
section of the state constitution. Rep. 
Holland proposes that the age of male 
voters be changed from 21 to 18, in 
view of the fgct that Uncle Sam went 


out and listed youths of 18 for the 
draft. Rep. Dunn wants the constitu- 
tion to provide that the governor and 
Meutenant governor be the elective 
state officers and making the secre- 
tary of state, state treasurer, auditor 
general and attorney general appoin- 
tees of the governor.

_ Unless the peace cougress, which 
held its first formal session on Satur- 
day, changes its mind, the world must, 
be satisfied hereafter with such infor- 
mation concerning its deliberations 8 
is contained In the official communique 
issued datly. Possibly because of a 
breach of confidence on the part of 
some correspondent, the supreme al- 
lied council adopted + resolution that 
the delegates shall not talk outside the 
peace chamber of the doings of the 
conference. The hundreds of high- 
priced journalists’ gathered in Paris 
from all parts of the world can devote 
their time to deseribing the anajesty 
of the Arc de Triomphe and the allure- 
ments of the Paris boulevards. The 
American and British correspondents 
formally and energetically protested 
against this rigid censorship. Luter 
the rule may be relaxed, otherwise 
the demand for “open covenants of 
peace openly arrived at” goes by the 
board, 

In the preliminary work of the con- 
ference the make-up and procedure of 
the congress were settled. It wus de- 
cided that the United States, the Brit- 
ish empire, France, Italy and Japan 
should be represented by five delegates 
apiece. The British dominions and [n- 
dia besides are represented as follows: 
Two delegates respectively for Aus 
tralia, Canada, South Africa and In- 
dia, including the native stutes, and 
one delegate for New Zealand. Brazil 
has three delegates. Belgium, Chinn, 
Greece, Poland, Portugal, the Czecho- 
Slevak republic, Roumunia and Serbi: 
have two delegates apieve; Siam. Mou- 
tenegro, Cuba, Guatemaia, Hait], Hen- 
duras, Liberia, Nicaragua and Panama ' 
one delegate apiece.

Many 
schemes for the league were submit- 
ted, these dividing themselves gener- 
ally into iwo groups which differ as to 
the means of making effective the de- 
cisions wf the league. One holds thar 
the rulings of the society of nations 
should be backed up by its combined 
physical forces; the other, that such 
force will not be necessary. Iu the ex- 
amination of the plans it seemed cer- 

‘tain that a compromise would not be 
difficult to reach. 

Prodded by the expressed anxiety of 
the senate, the American delegates 
carefully examined every scheme sub- 
mitted to make sure that nothing in 
them endangered the cherished Monroe 
doctrine. They appear to be satisfied 
that this American idea) is not imper- 
fled and that, on the contrary, the 
league would in effect extend (he prin- 
eiple of the Monroe doctrine to the 
whole world. The senure !s not so sure 
of this, and Senator Borah, who 
strongly opposed the forrsation of the 
league, introduced a resolution which, 
If passed, would serve notice that the 
senate will not ratify a treaty the pro- 
_ Visions of which conflict with the Mon- 
‘roe doctrine and with the traditional 
duty of the United States to enforce | 
that principle.
